Jrit he ſaid that being in theLhapell 
Ee Chꝛiſtmaſſe day laſt, hee Did eſpie 
there the fozeſaid Selman, whom hee 
did much ſulpect to bee a very looſe 
and lewd fellow, and that made him very 
ſtrickly, but couertly to watch hun, not⸗ 
withſtanding his fozmality in apparrell. 
At laſt he did perceiue Selman to take his
